I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information 
and  consideration,  my  report  for  the  year  1937,  in  which  I 
have  followed  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

Knottingley. 

The  Township  is  situated  on  the  South  Side  of  the 
River  Aire.  The  River  is  joined  here  by  the  Aire  and 
Calder  Canal,  which  divides  the  District  in  two.  In  April, 
1937  a  portion  of  the  Pontefract  Rural  District  and  a  portion 
of  the  Pontefract  Borough  was  added  to  the  District  making 
Knottingley  a  much  larger  area.  The  District  now  consists 
of  Knottingley,  Ferrybridge  and  Cattle  Laithe. 

The  Railway  is  a  joint  one  served  by  the  L.N.E.R 
and  L.M.S.  Railways. 

The  numerous  local  industries  derive  full  benefit 
from  these  various  channels  of  communication,  but  appro¬ 
priate  sites  for  the  development  of  factories  have  by  no  means 
been  absorbed  and  applications  for  Sites  for  new  Industries 
will  be  sympathetically  regarded  by  the  Local  Authority  if 
Directors  will  state  their  full  requirements  and  ask  for 
information  and  help. 

The  new  extended  Knottingley  is  mentioned  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

In  July,  the  first  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified. 
These  continued  to  increase  to  the  end  of  the  year  (45 
cases  being  notified)  though  no  epidemic  cause  could  be 
found  even  after  thorough  investigation  of  each  case. 
The  cases  occurred  in  various  parts  of  the  Area.  One 
interesting  and  satisfactory  result  to  note  is  that  of  these 
45  cases,  not  one  of  the  patients  had  been  immunised 
against  it.  This  fact  should  encourage  parents  to  have 
their  children  immunised  and  such  facilities  are  offered 
freely  to  them  either  in  the  schools  or  by  their  own 
doctor.  Diphtheria  continued  to  increase  in  numbers  to 
April,  1938,  when  only  2  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever,  31  cases,  remains  about  the  same  as  last 
year  and  occurred  chiefly  in  the  months  of  May,  July, 
September  and  October. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  in  January  when  the  attendance 
at  the  schools  fell  below  50%  for  about  three  weeks, 
but  it  was  of  a  mild  type. 

The  Schick  and  Dick  Tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever  are  not  made  use  of.  Anti-toxin  is  now  supplied 
in  all  cases  for  the  initial  dose,  whether  suspected  or 
diognosed.

You  will  notice  from  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Statistics  on  Housing  that  progress  is  being 
made  in  Slum  Clearance  and  the  re-housing  of  slum 
dwellers.  This  is  naturally  slow,  as  the  District  is  one  of 
extreme  difficulty,  the  Town  Planning  of  the  olden  days 
being  far  different  from  the  general  planning  of  a  modern 
township. 

Apart  from  these  matters  the  Sanitary  administration 
of  the  district  is  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  compare  favourably  with 
those  of  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  Inspection  for  Overcrowding  has  been  carried  out 
and  a  report  dealing  with  the  full  position  of  over¬ 
crowding  has  been  given  to  the  Council  and  is  dealt  with 
in  the  Sanitary  Report. 

In  conclusion  I  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  kind  consideration  and  help  extended  to  me  in 
the  discharge  of  my  public  duties  and  also  to  Mr. 
Laverick  for  his  courtesy  and  valuable  help  given  to  me 
throughout  the  year.

Annual  Report  for  1937. 

Knottingley  Extended  Area. 

On  April  the  first  1937,  the  Ministry  of  Health  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Pontefract  Rural  District  the  Ferrybridge 
portion  of  Ferryfryston  and  from  the  Pontefract  Borough 
the  area  known  as  Cattle  Laithe  to  the  Knottingley  Urban 
District  Council.

At  the  time  of  this  report  being  prepared  no  definite 
information  has  been  forwarded  from  the  Pontefract  R.D. 
Council  with  regard  to  the  Number  of  Houses  in  Ferrybridge, 
Houses  being  erected,  plans  of  sewers  or  drains,  etc.,  etc. 
therefore  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  pass  on  so  much  inform¬ 
ation  of  a  definite  character  as  I  had  intended.  There  are 
three  completed  Council  Housing  Schemes  in  Ferrybridge

So  that  by  April  1st,  1938  Knottingley  Council  will  own 
620  houses. 

Ferrybridge  is  mainly  Agricultural;  but  the  Yorkshire 
Electric  Power  Co.  have  a  large  Power  Station  which  at  the 
present  time  is  being  vastly  extended.  Other  Industries  in 
the  area  are  Foundries  and  an  unused  Pottery. 

Sewage  Works. 

These  are  old  and  practically  useless  and  the  Pontefract 
Rural  District  Council  had  prepared  plans  for  their  recon¬ 
struction  and  to  be  made  large  enough  to  receive  and  treat 
the  Sewage  from  the  Brotherton  area  also.  However  my 
Council  instructed  Messrs.  Weeks,  of  London  to  formulate  a 
Scheme  to  pump  the  sewage  from  Ferrybridge  and  also 
Brotherton  and  treat  at  the  Knottingley  Marsh  Lane  Works. 
This  Scheme  is  in  the  preparation  stage  and  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Council  at  an  early  date. 


Main  Sewers. 

These  appear  to  be  in  a  fairly  good  condition  except 
that  in  the  Square  area  they  appear  to  get  overloaded.  This 
is  due  chiefly  to  all  Pontefract  Road  (including  80  Council 
houses)  sewering  back  into  the  square  area  and  consideration 
will  be  given  to  the  Pontefract  Road  area  being  taken  direct 
to  the  Pumping  Station. 


My  Council  have  already  instructed  me  to  prepare 
a  Sewerage  Scheme  for  Stump  Cross  and  Nevison  Leap  area; 
and  the  Pontefract  Road  built  up  Section  will  be  embodied 
in  the  same  scheme. 

Water. 


The  water,  at  Knottingley,  is  received  in  Bulk  from 
Pontefract  Corporation.  A  Reservoir  was  provided  to  supply 
Ferrybridge,  but  the  level  of  this  would  not  supply  to  the 
high  points  of  the  District.  Consequently  a  Bye  Pass  direct 
from  the  Pontefract  Pumping  Main  to  the  Ferrybridge 
Supply  Main  was  installed. 

During  the  year  a  scheme  for  a  new  3"  water  main 
to  supply  the  Stump  Cross  Nevison  Leap  Area  was  approved 
and  will  be  completed  early  in  1938. 

The  only  area  now  not  supplied  by  the  mains  water 
is  Holmfield.  but  should  any  development  of  houses  take 
place  in  this  area  no  doubt  my  Council  will  give  consideration 
to  a  supply  being  taken  there.

Playing  Fields. 

No  definite  Playing  Fields  have  been  provided,  but 
a  piece  of  land  in  Pinders  Garth  is  used  extensively  as  such 
and  my  Council  no  doubt  will  give  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  Chidren’s  Slide,  Swings,  etc.  and  possibly  a 
paddling  pool  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  in  Ferrybridge. 

Cemetery. 

The  Cemetery  is  situated  in  Pontefract  Road,  area 
approx,  acres  2.792  and  has  a  part  time  caretaker.  The 
used  area  at  present  is  .886  acres  but  further  land  of  1.906 
acres  is  available  for  extension.

Playing  Fields. 

The  Playing  Fields  are  proving  of  great  benefit  to 
the  younger  generation  and  full  use  is  being  made  of  the 
paddling  pool,  children’s  playing  equipment  and  open  spaces. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  9  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  Township  and 
although  all  are  buildings  of  age  they  are  in  good  condition 
and  kept  very  clean. 

The  Butchers  in  the  town  continue  to  supply  sound 
and  wholesome  meat. 

Cowsheds. 

There  are  six  Cowsheds  on  the  register  and  at  the 
last  inspection  39  Cows  were  housed.  Only  one  Cow  is  kept 
for  the  Owner’s  Private  Consumption. 

Cemetery. 

The  Caretaker’s  house  will  be  greatly  improved 
during  the  year  1938  with  extensive  improvement. 

The  figures  mentioned  above  have  now  been 
embodied  in  Forms  Table  C  and  D  and  are  now  treated  as 
Knottingley. 


Housing  Act,  1935  (overcrowding). 

A  small  description  of  this  Act  at  this  point  may  be 
worth  including  in  this  report. 

In  a  previous  report  I  gave  my  views  on  this 
overcrowding  Act  and  again  express  the  view  that  over¬ 
crowding  should  be  dealt  with  on  the  number  of  Bedrooms 
and  not  taking  the  whole  number  of  'rooms  into  consideration. 
Para.  3  of  Overcrowding  Act,  1935  states : — 

The  permitted  number  of  persons  for  a  house  of  3 
rooms  is  5. 

This  family  may  be  composed  of  Father,  Mother  and 
3  children  over  10. 

or  Father,  Mother,  2  children  over  10,  2  children 
under  10. 

or  Father,  Mother,  Grandmother  &  2  children  over  10. 

You  will  see  from  these  figures  that  a  Two  Bedroom, 
Living  Room,  Scullery,  large  type  may  be  occupied  by  7 
up-grown  persons  and  one  under  10  and  may  be  composed  of 
five  females  and  three  males  and  yet  be  classified  as  “Not 
Overcrowded,”  personally  I  think  this  is  unsatisfactory,  and 
no  doubt  at  the  Sanitary  Institute  Conference  this  will  be 
well  discussed  again  with  a  view  to  recommending  certain 
alterations  in  this  Act.

Overcrowding. 

A  Table  was  published  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1936 
showing  148  houses  Overcrowded  in  Knottingley,  of  these 
106  are  in  Clearance  Areas  or  have  found  other 
accommodation. 

In  England  Lane  42  houses  are  provided  for  Over¬ 
crowding  and  of  these  34  were  all  occupied  by  the  end  of  the 
year  and  the  remaining  8  early  in  1938. 

In  Ferrybridge  there  are  11  cases  of  Overcrowding 
but  these  are  still  to  rehouse.
